During 
this  time  I became  ill  and  returned  to  my  home. 

On  November  23,  1963,  at  approximately  10:00  AM,  I was  called  to  report 
for  duty . I assisted  in  answering  the  telephones  and  again  during  the  even- 
ing I became  extremely  ill  and  was  taken  home  by  Detectives  Adamcik  and  Moore. 

I did  not  return  to  duty  until  Monday,  November  25,  1963,  at  lj:0C  PM. 

I did  not  make  any  further  invest! gaticns  on  Mr.  Kennedy,  and  I did  not 
make  any  investigations  on  Mr.  Oswald,  or  Mr.  Ruby.
